Smuggling suspected 

Duo charged after Eastern Europeans land in Shelburne

Police have laid charges 
against two Ukrainian na¬ 
tionals they say were 
attempting to smuggle 
Eastern Europeans into 
Nova Scotia. 

Vasyl Alcsenin, 26, And 
Mylcola Tyshlcivskyy, 46, 
were charged with organ¬ 
izing the illegal entry of 
persons into Canada yes¬ 
terday. 

Alcsenin and 

Tyshlcivskyy were aboard 
the ship Valletta, which 
was picked up by the Coast 
Guard ship Earl Grey on 
the evening of June 19. 
The Valletta was escorted 
into Shelburne, where 


RCMP conducted a search 
of the ship. The search 
turned up eight Eastern 
European passengers — 
five women and three men 
— in addition to the two 
accused. 

It is believed that the in¬ 
dividuals on the vessel 
paid a significant amount 
of money to come to Cana¬ 
da, said Staff Sgt. Alan 
Harding. 

Police are releasing few 
other details. 

They won’t say the na¬ 
tionality of the passengers, 
who owns the vessel, or 
why the Earl Grey was 
tasked with intercepting 
the ship. 

“That is part of our ongo¬ 
ing investigation,” said 
Harding.

Baptism of 
Membertou 
set to be 
re-enacted 
in Port Royal 

anniversary A significant 
event in Canadian aborigi¬ 
nal history will be marked 
today, with a colourful re¬ 
enactment of the baptism 
400 years ago of Mi’kmaq 
Grand Chief Henri 
Membertou. 

It was on June 24,1610, 
that Membertou and 20 
members of his family 
were among the first 
natives in the New World 
to accept Christianity and 
the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

The anniversaiy of Mem¬ 
bertou’s baptism is billed 
by the Nova Scotia govern¬ 
ment as a major cultural 
milestone, but not eveiy- 
one sees it as a legacy 
worth celebrating. 

Native historian Daniel 
Paul said although he sees 
Membertou as a great 
leader, Paul said his 
motives for accepting 
Christianity were far more 
pragmatic than simply 
wanting to be nice to the 
French. 

“It was an effort to form 
an alliance that would en¬ 
sure their (Mi’kmaq) 
survival,” said Paul. 

Event organizers say the 
friendship initiated by 
Membertou has had 
lasting effects, including 
through marital ties and 
the adoption of French 
names in baptism. 

The re-enactment at 
Port-Royal opens Member¬ 
tou 400, a five-day celebra¬ 
tion of Mi’kmaq culture 
that will include a 
powwow on the Halifax 
Common. 

Organizers have erected 
a traditional village that 
will be visited by the 
Queen on Monday.

Accounts committee remains at impasse 

Heated discussions on aggrieved agenda changes end with no solution

After a relatively quiet 
meeting on mental 
health, the province’s 
Public Accounts 
committee once again 
spiralled into bickering 
yesterday. 

The committee con¬ 
vened yesterday morning 
to discuss the findings of 
Auditor General Jacques 
Lapointe’s audit into men¬ 
tal health care services. 
After two hours of ques¬ 


tioning bureaucrats from 
the Department of 
Health, the committee 
turned to agenda matters. 

But when Cape Breton 
North MLA Cecil Clarke at¬ 
tempted to read a letter 
from committee chair Di¬ 
ana Whalen into record, 
things became heated. 

The letter, addressed to 
Speaker Charlie Parker, de¬ 
tailed grievances stem¬ 
ming from a June 9 meet¬ 
ing in which a surprise 
NDP motion cancelled tes¬ 
timonies from Nova Scotia 
Gaming Corporation exec¬ 


utives scheduled for the 
following week. 

“This is clearly a case 
where the work of the leg¬ 
islature is being obstruct¬ 
ed,” read Clarke, who 
stormed out of the June 9 
meeting in protest. “This is 
an affront to the efficiency 
and effectiveness of the 
House of Assembly... it has 
diminished the intended 
scope and power of this 
committee.” 

Clarke then brought for¬ 
ward a motion to formal¬ 
ize what he called an infor¬ 
mal consensus between 


the three party leaders, 
who met Tuesday in hopes 
of resolving the Public Ac¬ 
counts impasse. 

Clarke’s motion would 
re-establish the subcom¬ 
mittee responsible for set¬ 
ting Public Accounts agen¬ 
da, as well as prohibit vot¬ 
ing to change the agenda 
without a consensus of the 
entire committee. 

But the NDP’s Leonard 
Preyra, deputy chair of 
the committee, said no 
parliamentary system 
would allow a subcommit¬ 
tee to dictate the agenda 


of a committee. 

Any item that’s recom¬ 
mended by a subcommit¬ 
tee is just that: A recom¬ 
mendation, said Preyra. 
There’s no agreement in 
the world that can change 
that ... it is a well-estab¬ 
lished principle of parlia¬ 
mentary government, he 
said. 

After almost an hour of 
back and forth, Cumber¬ 
land South MLA Murray 
Scott made a motion to ad¬ 
journ, putting the commit¬ 
tee almost exactly where it 
was two weeks ago.

Women's 
shelters, 
transition 
houses 
to get $500K 

funding The Nova Scotia 
government is increasing its 
funding to 18 transition 
houses and women’s 
centres by $500,000 a year. 

The government says it’s 
the first time funding has 
been increased in 10 years 
for women’s centres, while 
transition houses haven’t 
received more money for 
their operational needs in 
more than a decade. 

The money is going to or¬ 
ganizations that help 
women and their children 
who experience violence 
and abuse. 

The eight women’s 
centres will get $27,778 
more per year. Seven of the 
nine transition homes in 
the province and the Naomi 
Society housing 
organization will receive an¬ 
other $21,197 a year. 

Bryony House in Halifax 
will receive an increase of 
$75,000, which the govern¬ 
ment says reflects the size 
of its operation. Cape 
Breton Transition House 
will receive an increase of 
$33,197. 

The Canadian Union of 
Public Employees said the 
extra funding is welcome, 
but it’s not enough to 
address problems facing the 
homes. 

The amount given to 
each agency, averaged out, 
“doesn’t even cover one 
salary for a year,” said presi¬ 
dent Danny Cavanagh, 
whose union represents 
workers at five transition

Tony Goode, chair of the 
NSIAS board, said ongoing 
construction projects at 
both Shearwater and Hali¬ 
fax Stanfield International 
Airport left the air show in 
a pickle.

More enrol 
for second 
degree: Study

Undergraduate students 
may want to start 
planning for that second 
degree. 

A report commissioned 
by the Maritime Provinces 
Higher Education Commis¬ 
sion said 70 per cent of 
Maritime university gradu¬ 
ates who earned their first 
degree in 2003 enrolled in 
a second education pro¬ 
gram within five years. 

“I think that is support¬ 
ing the fact that one de¬ 
gree is no longer enough,” 
Duguay told reporters at a 
press conference yester¬ 
day. 

The report said most 
graduates need more edu¬ 
cation for employment 
reasons, and more than 80 
per cent of liberal arts de¬ 
gree holders go for further 
study. 

Graduates are also suf¬ 
fering from debt, the re¬ 
port said. Nearly half of 
the 2003 graduates sur¬ 
veyed said they borrowed 
$30,000 or more to com¬ 
plete their degree. Five 
years later, 23 per cent still 
owed more than $30,000, 
while 28 per cent paid off 
the whole amount. 

Elise Graham, chairper¬ 
son for the Canadian Fed¬ 
eration of Students-Nova 


Survey 

• The Maritime Higher Edu¬ 
cation Commissioned sur¬ 
veyed 1,061 graduates from 
across the Maritime 
provinces. The report has a 
margin of error of 1.6. 


Scotia, said in a release 
that this is the direct re¬ 
sult of the province’s high 
tuition fees. 

“For 20 years students in 
Nova Scotia paid the high¬ 
est fees in the country,” 
said Graham. 

“The only sure-fire way 
to reduce student debt is to 
invest in grants and reduce 
tuition fees.” 

Although some are suf¬ 
fering from financial woes, 
the report said most gradu¬ 
ates were satisfied with 
their education. 

Five years after gradua¬ 
tion, 80 per cent said their 
university education was 
worth the time invested, 
and 70 per cent said it was 
worth the financial invest¬ 
ment, said Duguay. 

The report also said the 
brain drain remains about 
the same compared to the 
1999 study. The net reten¬ 
tion of graduates five years 
after completion of their 
first degree is 79 per cent 
in Nova Scotia, up five per¬ 
centage points. 


Province announces 
cash for green buildings

funding Nova Scotia’s 
provincial government an¬ 
nounced $1.55 million in 
new funding to green gov¬ 
ernment buildings in the 
province yesterday. 

The funding announce¬ 
ment was made at a press 
conference by Transporta¬ 
tion and Infrastructure Re¬ 
newal Minister Bill Es- 
tabrooks. 

The additional funding 
brings the government’s 
two-year total up to $10.7 
million. 

The funds will be used 
for energy audits, prepara¬ 
tion of designs, purchase 
and installation equip¬ 
ment, and retrofitting 
measures, said Estabrooks. 

“By making our build¬ 
ings greener today, we are 
ensuring the health and 
well-being of generations 
to come.” 


The announcement 
came at the end of a press 
conference held to tout 
government’s progress on 
the Environmental Goals 
and Sustainable Prosperity 
Act legislation from 2007, 
which set out environmen¬ 
tal and economic targets 
for the province. 

“This act reflects a mod¬ 
ern-day understanding 
that what’s good for the 
environment is good for 
the economy,” said Envi¬ 
ronment Minister Sterling 
Belliveau. 

“The third annual report 
we are releasing today 
shows we are meeting tar¬ 
gets and moving steadily 
toward that vision.”

csis Canada’s top spy 
briskly backtracked from 
his suggestion that he’s 
working to oust politicians 
under the influence of for¬ 
eign governments. 

It was the latest twist in 
a cloak-and-dagger drama 
that confused spy-watch¬ 
ers and elicited a terse re¬ 
sponse from the Prime 
Minister’s Office. 

Dick Fadden, director of 
the Canadian Security In¬ 
telligence Service, said in 
an interview with CBC-TV 
Tuesday that he was in the 
process of warning at least 
two provinces, through the 
Privy Council Office, that 
members of their cabinets 
are under the influence of 
foreign governments. 

He declined to name the 
elected officials or coun¬ 
tries involved, but when 
asked whether China was 
one of them Fadden said 


recent media reports on 
China's economic espi¬ 
onage in Canada were not 
“entirely incorrect.” 

Liberal public safety critic 
Mark Holland said the com¬ 
ments had “profound secu¬ 
rity implications.” 

But Fadden backpedalled 
yesterday. 

He said he had “not ap¬ 
prised the Privy Council 
Office of the cases ... men¬ 
tioned in the interview on 
CBC.” 

“At this point, CSIS has 
not deemed the cases to be 
of sufficient concern to 
bring them to the atten¬ 
tion of provincial authori¬ 
ties,” he added. 

Meanwhile, Ontario Pre¬ 
mier Dalton McGuinty said 
Canadians are owed more 
information the CSIS 
chief’s startling state¬ 
ments . 

Fadden promised to alert 


the federal 
government so 
it could tell the 
relevant provin¬ 
cial govern¬ 
ments about the 
ministers involved, _ 
but no one has told 
Ontario anything, said 
McGuinty. 

“We have not been con¬ 
tacted, so that means from 
our perspective no news is 
good news,” he said. 

McGuinty noted the TV 
interview was taped weeks 
ago and said CSIS must 
elaborate on the allega¬ 
tions. 

“I think, in fairness, what 
Canadians are owed right 
now is more information,” 
said McGuinty. 

“If there are some real 
concerns, let’s find out ex¬ 
actly what those are and 
let’s find a way to address

“Quebec tower, Aeropro 
201 (here), we have a right 
engine problem, we’re go¬ 
ing to return for landing,” 
the pilot told the tower. 

“Roger,” the controller 
responded, and asked if 
the pilot needed emer¬ 
gency services.

Oil gusher 
uncapped 
again 


Engineers had to 
completely uncap the bro¬ 
ken well spewing oil into 
the Gulf of Mexico yester¬ 
day after an undersea ro¬ 
bot bumped into machin¬ 
ery being used to collect 
the spilled fuel. Hundreds 
of thousands of gallons 
more poured into the wa¬ 
ter as crews scrambled to 
replace a critical 
component. 

The mishap left nothing 
to stem the flow of oil at its 
source. A camera recording 
the well showed huge 
clouds of black fluid com¬ 
ing out of the sea floor. It 
was not clear how long 
workers would need to re¬ 
place the cap, which took 
weeks to install. 

Bob Dudley, the manag¬ 
ing director of BP who is 
taking over the spill re¬ 
sponse, said engineers ex¬ 
pected to replace the cap in 
less than a day. 

“It’s a disruption, and the 
crew again did exactly the 
right thing because they 
were concerned about safe¬ 
ty,” he said. 

“It’s a setback, and now 
we will go back into opera¬ 
tion and show how this 
technology can work.” 


BP subpoenaed 

• BP will receive a subpoe¬ 
na or a demand for docu¬ 
ments on its payment of 
claims from the Gulf oil 
spill. The subpoena is 
designed to make public 
the payments BP is making 
and the procedures it is fol¬ 
lowing. 

Without the cap, the on¬ 
ly means of collecting the 
oil was a ship at the surface 
that is sucking up oil and 
burning it. 

The problem, yet another 
in the nine-week effort to 
stop the gusher, came as 
thick pools of oil washed 
up on Pensacola Beach in 
Florida, and the Obama ad¬ 
ministration sought to res¬ 
urrect a six-month morato¬ 
rium on deepwater drilling. 

Thick pools of oil washed 
up along miles of national 
park and Pensacola Beach 
shoreline as health advi¬ 
sories against swimming 
and fishing in the once- 
pristine waters were ex¬ 
tended for 53 kilometres 
east from the 

Alabama/Florida border.

U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma sacked his loose¬ 
lipped Afghanistan 
commander yesterday, a 
seismic shift for the 
military order in wartime, 
and chose the familiar, ad¬ 
mired — and tightly disci¬ 
plined — Gen. David 
Petraeus to replace him. 
Petraeus, architect of the 
Iraq war turnaround, was 


once again to take hands- 
on leadership of a 
troubled war effort. 

Obama said bluntly that 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal’s 
scornful remarks about ad¬ 
ministration officials repre¬ 
sent conduct that “under¬ 
mines the civilian control 
of the military that is at the 
core of our democratic sys¬ 
tem.” 


He fired the commander 
after summoning him from 
Afghanistan for a face-to- 
face meeting in the Oval Of¬ 
fice and named Petraeus, 
the Central Command chief 
who was McChrystal’s di¬ 
rect boss, to step in. 

In a statement expressing 
praise for McChrystal, Oba¬ 
ma said he did not make 
the decision over any dis¬ 


agreement in policy or “out 
of any sense of personal in¬ 
sult.” Flanked by Vice-Presi¬ 
dent Joe Biden, Defence 
Secretary Robert Gates and 
Adm. Mike Mullen, chair¬ 
man of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, he said: “War is bigger 
than any one man or 
woman, whether a private, 
a general, or a president.” 

“I welcome debate 


among my team, 
but I won’t toler¬ 
ate division,” 

Obama said. 

The announce¬ 
ment came as 
June became the 
deadliest month for 
the U.S.-dominated interna¬ 
tional coalition in 

Afghanistan.

G8 expected to tackle rising 
African drug trafficking 


narcotics The leaders of 
the world’s eight industrial¬ 
ized economies are expect¬ 
ed to address an emerging 
security threat as the global 
narco-trafficking business 
shifts toward new drugs 
and markets via a new hot 
spot: West Africa. 

The United Nations re¬ 
leased a report yesterday 
showing West Africa is ex¬ 
ploding as a major trans¬ 
shipment point for fun¬ 
nelling cocaine to Europe 
from central and South 
America. 

The World Drug Report 
2010, released in Washing¬ 
ton by the UN Office on 
Drugs and Crime (UNODC), 
lends urgency to an issue 
that was discussed by G8 
foreign ministers in March 
and has been placed on the 
security agenda of the sum¬ 
mit. 

The G8 leaders will sit 
down tomorrow afternoon 
with leaders from Africa, 
the Caribbean and Colom¬ 
bia to explore ways to boost 


the capacity of West African 
governments to combat the 
problem. 

In Senegal’s capital, 
Dakar, the construction of 
many sprawling new luxu¬ 
ry villas is suspected to be 
linked to money-laundering 
efforts of major drug deal¬ 
ers. Other countries target¬ 
ed by drug traffickers are 
Guinea-Bissau, Guinea 
Conakry, Sierra Leone, To¬ 
go, Mali, Ghana, Nigeria 
and Liberia. 

The UN report shows 
drug use has “stabilized” in 
the developed world, but 
there are signs of an in¬ 
crease in drug use in devel¬ 
oping countries. 

Canadian officials, brief¬ 
ing reporters on the Gover¬ 
nor General’s recent 
African trip, said in the last 
18 months drug trafficking 
has exploded in the region, 
with much of the drug 
trade from Venezuela and 
Colombia moving into Eu¬ 
rope via West Africa.

After a year and a half of 
sharing my views (hopefully 
ideas that show feminism is¬ 
n’t just a punchline), this is 
my last column. I’d like to 
leave you with some parting 
thoughts. When I tell peo¬ 
ple I’m feminist, I usually 
get one of these reactions. I 
hope these myth-busters 
help change the conversa¬ 
tion: 

Myth No. 1 : Feminists 
are just hairy-armpitted, 


lesbian, spinster hags. 

Some of us don’t shave 
regularly, but that’s because 
it’s such a damn chore! But 
seriously, feminists work 
hard to shine a light on the 
many issues women face. 
When people dismiss our 
ideas, focusing instead on 
appearance or sexual orien¬ 
tation, it just proves preju¬ 
dices still exist! 

Myth No. 2 : Equality has 
been achieved. 

Canadian women have 
parallel lives: They make up 
the majority of the work¬ 
force and post-secondaiy en¬ 
rolment, yet still earn less, 
are less likely to be man¬ 
agers, and do the majority 
of housework. The quality 
of life among low-income 
and aboriginal populations 


is lower than the average; in 
Nunavut, the child mortali¬ 
ty rate is four times the 
Canadian average. Does that 
sound like equality to you? 

Myth No. 3 : Feminists 
hate men and want to put 
them down. 

No one is looking to rule 
over men, we’re just look¬ 
ing out for the little guys (in 
a manner of speaking), 
whether it’s racism, homo¬ 
phobia, classism, or even 
patriarchy. Any guy who has 
been expected to be a 
provider, a leader or play 
sports knows how burden¬ 
ing social expectations can 
be. A feminist who puts 
down someone else is no 
feminist. 

Myth No. 4 : Modern fem¬ 
inism is so trivial. 


That’s only if you consid¬ 
er feminism to be the do¬ 
main of the Western world. 
Consider that in the devel¬ 
oping world, a woman dies 
every minute either in preg¬ 
nancy or in childbirth, and 
90 per cent of these deaths 
are preventable; women are 
trafficked into the sex trade; 
women in many parts of the 
world have no access to 
health care, education or 
jobs. As long as these stories 
exist, there is always a 
woman who needs a help¬ 
ing hand.

Down with dirty coal 

Dated plants dose unless rule met: policy 


The federal government is 
adopting tough new regu¬ 
lations aimed at cleaning 
up coal-fired electricity 
generation. 

“Most of Canada’s coal¬ 
burning electricity plants 
are both dated and dirty,” 
Environment Minister Jim 
Prentice said yesterday. 

“We have a responsibility 
as a country to reduce our 
carbon emissions.” 

The proposed regulations 
will impose stringent per¬ 
formance standards on new 
coal-burning power plants, 
as well as older ones that 
are looking to extend their 
operating lives. 

“Our regulation will be 
very clear: when each coal- 
burning unit reaches the 
end of its economic life, it 
will have to meet the new 
standards or close down — 
no trading, no offsets, no 
credits,” said Prentice. 

Established after consul¬ 
tations with industry and 
the provinces, the standard 
will be based on parity with 
the emissions performance 
of high-efficiency natural- 
gas generation. 

It aims to promote the re¬ 


placement of older coal- 
fired units and encourage 
investment in cleaner tech¬ 
nologies, as well as carbon 
capture and storage. 

Prentice said it will repre¬ 
sent an improvement in 
emissions of about 60 per¬ 
cent per gigawatt hour gen¬ 
erated. Nineteen of the 33 
oldest units do not current¬ 
ly meet the proposed new 
standards, Prentice added. 
Units that incorporate car¬ 
bon capture and storage 
will be exempt from the 
standards until 2025. 

In 2007, hydroelectric 
power produced about 59 
per cent of Canada’s total 
electrical power genera¬ 
tion followed by fossil fu¬ 
els — coal, oil and natural 
gas — at 25 per cent, nu¬ 
clear energy at 15 per cent, 
and other sources such as 
wind and bioenergy ac¬ 
counting for the remain¬ 
ing one per cent. 

Under its Copenhagen 
Accord commitments, 
Canada aims to reduce 
greenhouse-gas emissions 
by 17 per cent below 2005 
levels by 2020.

Retail sales decreased to 
$36.2 billion in April, down 
two per cent from the pre¬ 
vious month after a gain of 
2.2 per cent in March from 
February, according to Sta¬ 
tistics Canada figures re¬ 
leased yesterday. 

Retail sales are still up 
compared with the first 
four months of 2009, when 
Canada was in the grips of a 
major recession. “We saw a

re-thinking your 
renovation and an¬ 
swering a few 
questions before 
the sledgehammer 
arrives will help save time, 
money and most of all 
headaches.

Kitchen: 

Questions to ask your¬ 
self: Is the current layout 
working well? Is there any¬ 
thing missing from the cur¬ 
rent kitchen that you want 
(like a wall oven, built-in 
dishwasher or an island)? 
Are there any considera¬ 
tions to renovating like a 
busy family life, condo 
board restrictions or struc¬ 
tural concerns? What is the 
best budget and timeframe 
for you? 

Hidden costs: Re-routing 
pipes, old wiring that 
needs updating, floors that 
need strengthening, 

plumbing that needs up¬ 
grading. These are things 
that you only discover once 
the job had been started 
and walls/floors get opened 
up and exposed.

1 cup plain Greek style yo¬ 
gurt

2 tbsp cider vinegar 
2 tbsp honey 

2 tbsp prepared horserad¬ 
ish 

11/2 tsp salt, plus more for 
chicken 

1/2 tsp finely ground black 

pepper, plus more for 

chicken 

1/2 tsp cayenne 

11/2 lb chicken 

drumsticks, boneless 

thighs or breasts 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat a grill to 
medium-high. 

2. In a bowl, combine 
yogurt, 1 tablespoon olive 
oil, cider vinegar, honey, 
horseradish, salt, black 
pepper and !4 teaspoon 
cayenne and stir until 
blended. Measure % cup of 
yogurt mixture and set 
aside for garnish. 


3. In a small bowl, combine 
2 tablespoons olive oil and 
V 4 teaspoon cayenne and 
stir well. Bush oil mixture 
on chicken pieces and sea¬ 
son with salt and pepper. 
Place chicken on hot grill 
and cook, turning often 
and basting with olive oil 
mixture until cooked 
through. Chicken breasts 
and boneless thighs will be 
about 5 to 8 minutes per 
side, drumsticks will be 
about 14 to 16 minutes.
